ther and mother who have been at- 
tending the meeting but who have 
never been converted. It seems 
particularly strange to find so many 
mothers unconverted. Yet when 
these difficulties are overcome, the 
conversions are often remarkably 
happy and clear cut. For instance, 
because of the high standard of 
living set by fundamental Chris- 
tians in this country, men who are 
saved generally feel they should 
give up tobacco and movies, and a 
radical change takes place in the 
life in a large percentage of cases. 


Last night a Catholic girl, wear- 
ing a little cross on a chain about 
her neck, heard the sermon on “The 
Wedding Invitaticn—R. S. V. P.” 
with deepest interest. She had been 
in several services. With a good 
deal of timidity she confessed 
Christ openly last night. I believe 
she truly trusted Christ Jesus. 


Last night a mature woman, a 
mother of grown children, came to 
Claim Christ. Last week she was 
in one of the services when I gave 
away the booklet on “Hell, What 
the Bible Says About It.” She 
read that gospel message, became 
broken up and deeply convicted of 
her sins and a good neighbor wom- 
an who came to see her found her 
eagerly waiting to accept Christ. 
Her face was happy last night, 
filled with the joy and peace of 
forgiveness! 

A few nights ago an old man, 
I suppose past seventy, came out 
to confess Christ as his Saviour. 
He had long maintained that he 
had always believed there was a 
God, had lived a very good life, and 
he insisted that he thought he was 
all right. Yet when I pinned him 
down to answer a plain question he 
would readily admit that he had 
never been born again, never trust- 
ed Christ to forgive his sins and 
change his heart.

committed the oracles of God.” 

Isaiah 51:16 says that God put 


His own words in the mouth of 


Isaiah. But it says also that since 
all the Scripture came from the 
pen of Jews, that God put His 
words in the mouth of all these 
prophets who wrote and that all 
the Bible is verbally inspired. 
To Jeremiah also God dictated 
the very words of His prophecy. 
In Jeremiah 1:9 we are told how 
God spoke to the timid prophet, 
promising word for word inspira- 
tion for his prophecies; 
“Then the Lord put forth his 
hand, and touched my mouth. 
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e<\were. written 


And the Lord said unto me, 

Behold, I HAVE PUT MY 

WORDS IN THY MOUTH.” 

The words of Jeremiah’s proph- 
ecies were the very words of God. 
That is word for word inspiration. 
Those words of God are the very 
words that are written down in 
our book of Jeremiah, for Jere- 
miah 30:1, 2 says: 

“The word that came to 
Jeremiah from the Lord, say- 
mg, 

“Thus speaketh the Lord 
God of Israel, saying, Write 
thee all the words that I have 
spoken unto thee in a book.” 

And then verse 4 following says, 

“And these are.the words 
that the Lord spake concern- 
ing Israel and concerning 
Judah.” 

Jeremiah wrote down the very 
words of God in a book. 

God gave further prophecies to 
Jeremiah and so commanded him 
again in Jeremiah 36:2: 

“Take thee a roll of a book, 
and write therein ALL THE 
WORDS that I have spoken 
unto thee against Israel, and 
against Judah, and against all 
the nations, from the day I 
spake unto thee, from the days 
of Josiah, even unto this day.” 
The very details of the word 

for word dictation and the way 
they were written down are told 
us in Jeremiah 36:4: 


“Then Jeremiah called 
Baruch the son of Neriah; and | 
Baruch wrote from the mouth 
of Jeremiah ALL THE WORDS 
of the Lord, which he had 
spoken unto him, upon a roll of 
a book.” 

Thereafter Jeremiah called this roll 
which he had written “the words 
of the Lord” (Jer. 36:6). 

That roll which Jeremiah had 
written containing the very words 
of God was cut with a penknife 
and burned up by the wicked king 
Jehoiakim (Jer. 36:21-23) and we 
are plainly told that 

“Then took Jeremiah another 
roll, and gave it to Baruch the 
scribe, the son of Neriah; who 
wrote therein from the mouth 
of Jeremiah ALL THE WORDS 
of the book which Jehoiakim 
king of Judah had burned in 
the fire: and there were add- 
ed besides unto them many like 
words.” 

The unbelief and rebellion of 
wicked men, Satan’s effort to pre- 
vent our receiving the verbally in- 
spired word of God, came to nought 
and now the book of Jeremiah in 
our Bible is made up of the very 
WORDS OF THE LORD as given 
to Jeremiah and as he dictated 
them to Baruch, the scribe who 
wrote down “the words of the 
Lord.” 

Ezekiel was also timid and hesi- 
tant when God called him to be a 
prophet but God said, 

“And thou shalt speak MY 
WORDS unto them, whether 
they will hear, or whether they 
will forbear; for they are most 
rebellious” (Ezek. 2:7). 

And then as a symbol of direct 


S verbal inspiration God miraculously 


gave Ezek'el a roll of a book where 
lamentations and 
mourning and woe, and he was 
commanded to eat the roll and 
did so. Thus Ezekiel symbolized 
that the words which he should 
speak and write were literally the 
words of God, dictated by the Holy 
Spirit. God assured Ezekiel, “But 
when I speak with thee, I will open 
thy mouth, and thou shalt say un- 
to them, Thus saith the Lord 
God” (Ezek. 3:27). 


The words of the Bible are God’s 
words. Those who believe the Bi- 
ble must believe in verbal inspira- 
tion. The only intelligent alterna- 
tive is complete repudiation of the 
Bible — infidelity; and that, God 
knows, is not very intelligent. 

If God used word for word in- 
spiration in giving the prophecies 
of Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Ezekiel, 
it is equally evident that verbal 
inspiration is the rule in God’s 
revelation — that God gives spirit- 


ual truth “not in the words which 
|} man’s wisdom teacheth, but which 


the Holy Ghost teacheth” (I Cor. 
2:13).
